Margaret  Ruthven  Lang, 
the  composer  and  song~ 
writer  for  whose  100th 
birthday  the  Boston 
Symphony  Orchestra  gave 
a  special  concert,  died  yes- 
terday in  Sherill  House, 
Jamaica  Plain,  at  the  age 
of  104.  She  had  resided  at 
2  Brimmer  st..  Beacon  Hill. 

The  daughter  of  Benja- 
min J.  Lang  (1837-1909), 
the  prominent  Boston  mu- 
sician, Miss  Lang  created 
200  songs  and  dozens  of 
other  works,  the  best 
known  being  "Heavenly 
Noel,"  a  Christmas  cantata, 
and  "Dramatic  Overture." 

The  Boston  Symphony's 
performance  of  the  over- 
ture was  its  first  of  a  com- 
position by  a  woman.  Miss 
Lang's  association  with  the 
orchestra  dated  from  its 
founding  in  1881. 

Born  in  Boston  on  Nov. 
27,  1867,  she  published  her 
first  composition  at' the  age 
of  12.  She  studied  piano, 
violin,  voice  and  composi- 
tion with  her  father,  and 
also  with  Edward  Mac- 
Dowell,  considered  Amer- 
ica's formost  composer, 
George  Whitefield  Chad- 
wick  and,  in  Munich,  with 
Victor  Giuth. 

Miss  Lang's  works  in- 
clude three  overtures,  an 
orchestral  ballade,  three 
solos  with  orchestra,  an  a 
cappeUa  chorus,  six  piano 
works,  chamber  music  and 
the  choral  "In  Praesepio."
